With returns from investment 
dealers and chartered bank bran¬ 
ches relatively incomplete, the 
Bank of Canada announced this 
week that Victory Loan bonds to¬ 
talling $1,378,000,000 had already., 
been converted into the new bonds.

Canada Conversion Loan 

During the war, many people bought Vic¬ 
tory Bonds. They did so partly to help the war 
effort and partly, too, because it seemed a 
sound way of investing savings at a reason¬ 
able rate of interest. 

Down through the years, millions of Cana¬ 
dians have kept their Victory Bonds, clipping 
the coupons every so often and feeling secure 
in the knowledge that a modest nest-egg lay 
in reserve, to be used in case of emergency, to 
help pay for the children's education, or to 
help them enjoy their own retirement. 

Last week, the government issued an invi¬ 
tation to exchange old bonds for new ones of 
the Canada Conversion Loan. The reason it 
did so was that five of the old Victory Loans 
will mature over the next few years. Rather 
than wait for each, in its turn, to fall due, it 


seemed more sensible to refund all five at the 
same time, by means of a single new issue. 

No one, of course, is compelled to accept 
the government's offer. It is a matter for each 
person owning a bond to decide for himself. 
But because a rate of interest higher than on 
the old Victory's is offered, and because the 
other basic attractions of government bonds 
remain unchanged, it seems likely that most 
people will accept. Within three days of the 
announcement over $1 billion of the bonds 
had been converted. 

Experts in money matters say that besides 
refunding the old debt, the new Canada Con¬ 
version Loan will also stabilize many factors 
affecting the borrowing of funds and clear up 
many uncertainties which now add to the dif¬ 
ficulties of bond financing. This should make 
it easier for municipalities and other borrow¬ 
ers to obtain the new money they must have 
in order to pay for the growth of essential 
services. 

This will come as welcome news to cities, 
towns and villages, many of whom have found 
it difficult in recent months to sell their^wn 
bonds.

Ottawa, Ont. — Prime Minister 
Diefenbaker has called for the 
elimination of the “ln-a-hurry” 
driver from the highways of Can¬ 
ada.

I appeal to the citizens of Can¬ 
ada, and as strongly to our our 
visitors, to exercise the care and 
consideration vital to highway tra¬ 
vel."
